surpassed  human  singing."  These  were  the  ac- 
companiments of  the  affirmation  of  Divine  suc- 
cor for  man's  weaknesses.

The  shepherds  who  listened  to  the  angels' 
song  outaide  Bethlehem,  the  Magi  who  followed 
the  star  gleaming  as  it  guided  them  in  their  pil- 
grimage of  fal»h,  ^nv  xWh  that  Inner  ryr  which 
no  doubt  could  darlcen,  not  a  iieipiess  infant  in 
a  lowly  manger,  but  the  Saviour  of  the  world. 
Intuition  told  them  not  merely  what  He  was.  but 
what  He  was  capable  of  becoming.  They  had  the 
vision  to  see  In  Him  the  wonder  of  how  the  power 
of  Ood  can  develop  into  what  wiU  transform 
humanity.

Good  beds,  good  tood.  radio  pro- 
grammes- nearly  all  the  comforts 
of  home,  in  factr— are  offered  the 
pi]tseni-day  Vteneh  soldier  who,  so 
far.^has  fought  largely  on  German 
territory  instead  of  defending  his 
own  soil  as  in  1870  and  1914 

"Qtia  new  war,  from  whlcli  many 
military  surprises  were  expected, 
already  ha.s  provided  one  that  with 
all  the  modern  macnlneu  of  war  the 
flghllng  has  reverted  to  ancient 
prlndplea  of  the  aiege. 

I  came  out  through  Verdun,  the 
fort  that  held  out  against  the  Ger- 
mans during  the  last  war,  and  went 
to  see  Ckneral  Ocorge.s  Le.sourd. 
towering  grey-hairied  soldier  who  is 
military  governor  of  the  region. 

He  talked  amiably  of  the  war 
sixty  miles  to  the  east.

Although  cause  L"»  unknown,  the 
treatment  now  given  to  relieve  an 
attack  Is  the  drug  ergotamine  tart- 
rate—an  ergot  product— but  put  up 
under  another  or  other  names  by- 
drug  inanufactuHMs  It  i.s  u-ed  bv 
injection  under  ilic  skin  or  uiio  a 
vein  and  relief  is  obtained  In  nearly 
all  cases  (over  00  per  cent).  When 
used  by  mouth  it  gives  relief  In  from 
80  to  70  per  cent  of  ca.ses. 

Dr.  Walter  Alvarez,  Mayo  Clinic. 
report.i  that  in  a  number  of  eases 
where  the  ergotamine  tartrate  falle.l 
to  give  relief,  the  breathing  of  pure 
oxygen  ilOO  jx  r  cent  >  has  promptly 
Stopped  the  attack.  And  in  that 
most  severe  headache  that  follow.s 
tlye  putting  of  air  up  into  spinal 
canal  to  get  an  X-ray  of  the  brain, 
breathing  of  100  per  cent  OKygeii 
brings  relief.

The  Canadian  Preaa

participated  in  some  of  the  strangest 
Ciu-i&tmas  celebrations  ever  held.

fried Lines  are  veterans  of  the  first 
Great  War  who  remember  Uie  be- 
wildering Yuletide  of  1914  when,  for

■,vrll  have  been  ploughshares  as 
Allied  and  German  soldiers  in  some 
sectors  played  football  together  and 
held  informal  songfests  in  the  C|iia-- 
miies  between  the  trenchos  in  France 
and  Belgium.

For  the  most  part.  Uie  No  Man's

LONDON— Though  lacking  in  its  usual 
bright  window  displays  and  minus 
the  many  children  who  were  wont 
to  clutter  its  pavements  on  dark  but 
cheerful  pre-Chrlstmas  afternoons,  Lon- 
don is  still  displaying  the  Christmas  spirit. 
In  the  street  markets  there  is  plenty  of 
lood— turkeys  and  oranges  and  bright- 
berried  holly— and  though  their  trade  Is 
curtailed  by  the  early  black-out.  street 
sellers  stlU  display  their  mechanical  toys 
to  admiring  crowds  of  grown-ups  on  the 
pavements  of  Holborn. 

Every  big  store  has  its  Christmas 
bazaar,  and,  though  German  toys  are 
lacking,  the  British  manufacturers  have 
stopped  nobly  Into  the  breach,  and  the 
English  child  Is  as  well  catered  for  as  ever. 
In  the  toy  departments,  however,  one  can- 
not forget  the  war.  The  mechanized  toy 
soldier  reigns  supreme.  thouRh  he  docs  not 
wear  the  gay  uniforms  ol  tiie  pa^t,  but  is 
clad  in  khaki  battle  dress  and  is  usually  In 
charge  of  a  tank  or  an  armored  car. 

One  Regent  Street  toy  shop  has  dis- 
played in  Its  window  a  big  Maginot  Line 
lay-out,  showing  British  and  French  .sol- 
diers fighting  side  by  side,  complete  with 
anti-aircraft  guns,  balloons  and  tanks. 
Hie  Home  Front  has  not  been  neglected, 
and  one  of  the  most  fasciriating  toys  is  a 
model  of  the  balloon  barrage.  One  may 
also  buy  sets  of  searchlights  and  anti- 
aircraft guns,  firemen  in  full  uniform, 
models  of  flrst-aid  squads,  complete  with 
wounded,  air  ruid  wardens,  and  so  on.

Once  it  is  said  he  wished  to  give 
a  dowry  to  a  poor  girl  whose  father  could 
not  afford  to  give  her  the  requl.-^te  aid  to 
enable  her  to  marry.  Not  wishing  to  let 
the  family  know  who  the^nefactor  was, 
St.  Nicholas  climbed  to  the  v  of  of  their 
humble  abode  on  Christmas  Eve  and 
dropped  the  purse  of  gold  down  the  chha- 

ney.  '  It  happened  to  light  In  the  stocklni 
hanging  in  front  of  the  fireplace.  ^ 

Ever  sUwe  that  time.  glfU  given  in  the 
.spirit  of  St.  Nicholas  have  been  riepo.ilted 
in  stockings  hung  up  before  the  fireplace 
on  Christmas  Eve.  So  It  is  apparent  the 
fireplace  Is  a  Santa  Claus  and  that  he 
actuaUy  fllU  the  stockings  today,  carrying 
on  the  self-imposed;  task  of  the  Old  World 
saint  of  bygone  centuries  He  Is  the  spirit 
of  St.  Nicholas,  whatever  form  he  may 
aamime,  and  his  glfU  do  not  bear  the 
names  of  the  dooon,  if9%  of  St,  IttolMlas 
himself.

And  so,  understanding  that,  we  have  a 
chance  tx)  comprehend  the  deep  and  un- 
forgettable significance  of  the  Christmas 
story  Itself. 

This  story  is  nothing  less  thai^  a  reas- 
surance that  all  our  most  wi.stful  and 
friigile  dreams  are  true.  It  is  our  eternal 
reminder  that  the  world  which  iWe  ^  is 
only  an  un.substantlal  cloak  for  ^e  world 
which  we  do  not  see;  that  the  human 
soul,  with  its  cargo  of  drean)s  and  desiref 
which  are  too  fragile  for  realization  on 
this  hard  earth,  is  imperish.nble  and  eter- 
nal; that  we  shall  some  day  be  able  to  be- 
come the  people  that  we  ought  to  be  today. 

There  Is  no  especial  rea.son  why  we  can- 
not keep  that  In  mind  day  in  and.  day  out, 
all  through  the  year.  But  we  don't.  Life 
It.self  Kefs  In  our  way,  with  its  demand  on 
our  time  and  our  energy,  Its  disappoint- 
ments and  its  dlsilluslonments,  its  brutali- 
tles  and  its  meannesses. 

We  worship  the  Prince  of  Peace,  and 
make  the  earth  horrible  with  our  wars;  we

money;  we  worship  a  God  of  Justice,  and 
permit  the  most  shocking  injustices  to  fliU 
our  land,  year  in  and  year  out.

Tn  a  few  minutes  I  am  be.side  the  Ross 
Bay  seawall  which  sUll  bear^  the  marl(^  of 
the  devastating  waves  of  a  few  years  ago. 
Today  the  hl^h  tide  and  the  aft er-effect.s 
of  a  hard  blow  combine  Uj  make  the  waves 
fUui!M>lv  thniiffh  hanf^***'"  wgwlnst 
\hi^  (oncavily  of  the  wall's  outer  face. 
Bclo  v  tlie  cemetery  the  long  waves  strike 
at  an  a  pie  to  the  wall  so  that  little  more 
than  a  cross-section  of  the  breaker  is  run* 
iiing  up  the  hollow  cement  slope  at  a  given 
moment,  and  moves  with  declining  force 
along  the  surface.  .  But  where  the  wave 
first  strike.s  It  throws  its  spray  hiRh  in  the 
air  and  not  infrequently  over  the  balus- 
trade, so  that  here  and  there  He  little 
shallow  pools  of  salt  water  Beyond  the 
KTiuthwest  corner  of  the  cemetery  the 
parapet  railing  is  absent,  and  the  waVes 
strike  with  their  whole  length  parallel  to 
the  wall,  so  that  the  walker  mu.st  be  pre- 
pared for  a  thorough  drenclung  if  he 
takes  that  way.  As  X  follow  'Dallas  Road 
up  the  incline  I  look  OUt  over  the  wind- 
swept waves  and  notie<  the  few  birds  to 
be  seen  thert.  A  grebe  or  two.  and  a  few 
pairs  of  scoters,  bufflcheads  and  blue-bills 
appearing  and  disappearing  with  succes- 
sive crest  and  trough.  In  the  angle  made 
by  the  projection  of  Clover  Point  an  as- 
^^lnblaRe  of  lops  floated  in  by  wind  and 
wave,  heaves  up  and  down,  and  swings 
about  in  response  to  the  current. 

Soufhcast  Wind 

AT  the  i)oint  and  Just  below  the  old 
target-mound  the  scene  is  lively  and 
r'liiinated  The  wind  blows  from  the  south- 
east across  the  extremity,  as  m  company 
With  two  small  boys  I  look  down  on  the 

movln>;  (  xpansr  of  waves  with  i*s  thou- 
sands Of  birds.  Immediately  below  us 
hundreds  of  Bonaparte  gulls  are  feeding 
on  the  wing,  restloi.-ly  Ilymi;  to  and  fro 
with  frequent  dropping  to  pick  at  the  sur- 
face of  the  water  for  food.  Getting  down 
out  of  the  wind  among  the  rocks  I  f\nd 
myself  close  to  a  number  of  birds  standing 
ashore.  Most  of  these  are  glaucous- 
winged  gulls,  but  one.  the  nearest  to  me. 
Js.. small' I-  and  with  a  cnn^^iaral ively  liKht 
grey  back,  a  yellow  beak  with  a  briglit  red 
Fpot  on  the  lower  part,  and  greenish  legs 
and  feet.  I  .speak  with  hesit.ation  of  gulls, 
but  It  .seems  likely  tliat  this  bird  is  a  CaU- 
fornla  gull,  an  adult  as  yet  with  little, 
change  In  plu  mage. 

On  the  wes,  side  of  the  point  the  .«^'^a  i-r 
eompar.-itlvel*  calm,  no  much  .so  indeed 
that  reflections  are  seen  In  the  water. 
Here  there  li  little  move  mm  i.  the  bir^s 
are  chiefly  rpRting  quietly  on  the  water. 
The  exceptions  are  the  divuig  .scoters, 
scaups  and  buffleheads.  the  latter,  in  par- 
tir\ilar.  Roinc  under  enerRCt Irally  and  fre- 
quently. These  sea  ducks  occupy  the  outer 
edge  of  the  denseiy-^pulated  frtnget  of 
protected  water,  and  are  scattered  far  in- 
to the  distance  along  the  Inner  waters. 
Here  and  there  is  seen  the  blacit  form  of 
a  cormorant  swimming  .slowly  with  head 
upturned;  one  in  the  distance  is  .seated  In 
characteristic  altitude  on  some  floating 
bladder-kelp.  Occasionally  one  passies 
with  q'lickly  -  beating  wint^s  and  out- 
Stretched  neck,  flying  a  few  leet  above  the 
watelN  Close  in  the  gulls  monopolize  the 

pcene.  ^or  the  must  part  they  are  com- 
paratlvcTy  small  birds,  Waller,  that  1s  to 
say,  than  th^  California  giill.  They  have 
■  aa  exceedingly  trim  appearance,  due,  I 
think,  to  the  black  and  white  pattern  of 
Ihelr  long-wing  tips  which  cross  each 
Other  and  extend  beyond  the  tail,  and  they 
float  high  at  the  .stern  like  an  eighteenth 
century  ship,  y/hlle  I  am  watching  them 
half  a  doeen  tumstones  fly  past  below 

showing  their  pretty  black-and>Whitt- 
pattcmed  baclu  and  wings. 

Logi  and  the  Sea 

DESCENDING  to  the  shore  where  the 
clay  cliffs  begin  I  And  'a  sufficient 
margin  for  walking  between  the  washed- 
up  logs  and  the  sea.  The  beach  Is,  com- 
poseo  of  Urge  pebbles  whose  colors  are 
brought  out  bravely  by  the  wetting  4 hey 
reetlTa  trtu>  tlat  waves.  As,  of  course, 
everyone  kn(>w.s  a  wet  pebble  Is  very  dif- 
ferent fronr  a  dry  ^ne,  and  many. a  one 
brooght  home  proudly  from  the  sea  in  the 
.  iirst  burst  o(  admiration  ha.s  later  been 
discarded  becaoatjof  its  dullness.  The 
flurfaee  coating  of  wiiter  acts  like  varnish 
or  like  the  poll.shed  .surface  ilij*  lapidary 
obtains  with  much  trouble  But  the  peb- 
bles that  have  ordinarily  a  f\iie,  smooth 
•urfaee  are  less  affceted  than  others  by 
iittntit  and  dryneM,  and  tbese  are  chiefly

agates  and  cherts  of  various  colors  and 

some  f>f  the  very  fine-Rraincd  basalts,  or 
they  may  be  composed  of  a  dark  inalenai 
containing  brightly  contrasting  white 
finartz  or  felspar.  f>r  they  may  be  pale  in 
color  with  lar^e  and  well-formed  crystals 
of  hornblende  or  augite.  dark  green  or 
black.  In  fact,  a  very  interesting  collec- 
tion of  pebbles  might  be  made  from  our 
beaches,  illustrating  the  volcanic  and  in- 
trusive igneous  rocks,  and  the  rocks  that 
have  be(*n  converted  by  the  inliltration  of 
heated  silica-bcaring  waters  into  a  stale 
greatly  harder  than  their  original  one. 
The  Kreal  majority  of  the  pebbles  arc  of 
foreign  origin;,  that  is  to  say,  they  arc  de- 
rived from  rock  masses  far  removed  fr(Hn 
the  beaches  they  now  occupy.  Some  have 
come  from  the  Coast  Range  and  from  the 


Interior  of  the  province,  others  from  the 
mountains  of  our  Island's  backbone.  All 
these  have  been  tian^portcd  by  ice  and 
represent  first  the  processes  of  weathering 
and  ire-pluckinc.  and  then  the  Krinding 
and  abra:iion  undergone  in  the  clutches  of 
the  great  ice-sheet  aiTd  fts  tributary  gla-, 
ciers.  It  is  interesting  to  note  how  many 
of  these  pebbles  and  especially  the  larger 
kinds  called  "cobble-stones"  retain  the 
general  form  impressed  upon  them  by  the 
ice  Sf>metimes  as  many  as  five  or  more 
di.sUnctly  flat  sides  occur.  They  consti- 
tute faces  or  "facets"  such  as  lapidaries 
confer  on  preciou.s  stone.s,  and  are  the  re- 
sult, ol  the  grinding  that  takes  place  at 
'the  bottom  of  the  glacier,  where  it  is  In 
contact  with  the  bednx  k  ri.ry  are  gia- 
cial  boulders  in  miniature.  Onguially  they 


doubtless  bore  scratches  on  their  faces. 

but  these  have  been  removed  by  their  .sub- 
sequent experiences  in  the  water.  Some 
Qf  Ihem  have  even  lost  one  or  more  of 
their  faces  and  have  become  proportion- 
ally rounded,  but  it  Is  surprising  how 
many  even  of  the  quite  small  ones,  an  inch 
and  a  half  or  so  long,  have  retained  their 
facetted  character. 

Pebbles  on,  the  Shore 

ONE  of  the  interesting  pebbles  I  f^nd 
along  the  beach  here  is  black,  and 
even  when  dry  has  a  velvety  smoothness. 
Two  inches  lonp.  an  inch  and  three-quar- 
ters broad,  and  aa  inch  deep,  it  has  Ave 
quite  flat  faces  and  three  not  quite  so  well 
deflned.  The  material  is  loo  hard  to 
scralch  with  a  knife;  on  the  contrary,  it 


•cratches  an  ordinary  knife-blade.  It  is 

Apparently  a  piece  of  metamorpho^sed 
shale  resembhng  what  is  variously  known 
as  lydian -intone,  lydite,  basanlte,  or  Jusfr 
plain  touchstone,  long  used  for  trying  the 
ptirity  of  precious  metals  by  comparison 
of  the  miirk  left  wiiii  that  of  a^oys.  The 
pebble  is  hardly  )et  black  enough,  how- 
ever, for  thLs.  Another  more  rounded 
pebble  wliich  yet  still  retams  two  or  three 
'  facets  is  composed  of  quarts  and  felspar 
Intergrowii  as  a  base,  the  felspar  beiiis 
distmguished  by  its  milkier  color  and  the 
suceptibllity  ol^  its  surface  to  the  point  of 
a  knife.  In  this  base  are  imbedded  scores 
of  crystals  of  dark  hornblehde,  showing 
all  possible  angles  and  attitudes.  Some  of 
them  are  visible  only  as  small  specks,  but 
there  arc  many  from  an  eighth  of  an  inch 
to  a  quarter.  As  the  pebble  is  turned  hi 
the  hand  the  hornblende  f aeies  flaal^  in  the 
light.  When  damp  these  porphyrlttD  crys- 
tals are  quite  black. 

But  If  I  allow  myself  to  be  absorbed  in 
attention  to  the  pebbles.  I  do  not  know- 
where  I  shall  stop.  Not  only  arc  they  in- 
numerable, but  the  obviou.siy  interesting 
ones  are  so  plentiful  that  I  can  well 
im,asine  a  man  devollnR  all  his  time'  to 
then  study.  When  you  consider  that  this 
(neans  the  kind  of  roiek  of  whlibh  each  is 
compo.sed.  its  mode  of  origin,  the  locality 
from  which  it  came,  and  so  on.  you  will 
-see  what  &  field  is  opened  up  tor  iavesti- 
nation  It  recalls  the  patient  work  of  an 
English  geoloKi.st  wlio  has  .spent  a  lifetime 
-in — a — stngie  quarry,  -  working  steadily 
through  its  fossil  remains. 

But  little  seaweed  is  washed  up  on  the 
bcucti  today  and  this  is  probably  due  to 
the  heavy  seas  occurring  with  high  tides. 
The  greater  part  by  far  of  the  marine 
plants  live  along  and  below  the  low-tide 
level.  Consequently,  when  low  tides  ex- 
pu.sc  them  to  heavy  gales,  large  quantities 
are  torn  away  and  carried  up  on  the 
shore.  A  few  small  heaps  lie  behind  logs 
and  tSiclr  rotting  substance  has  attracted 
numbers  of  connnon  yellowish  duiiu-nies 
A  small  dark  fly  is  very  abuiidaiU,  passinc 
east  in  continuous  flight..  Clusters  of 
desmare.stia  like  long  black  hair  attract 
attention  chiefly,  because  of  the  numerous 
small  tufts  of  a  creamy  color  that  grow 
.imonn  its  wiry  frond.s.  These  tuft.s  are 
colonies  of  bryozoa,  minute  animals  that 
occupy  individual,  but  related  cells,  and 
whose  common  receptacle  is  branched. 
Each  cell  has  four  or  five  slender  spines.

Diatoms  are  occasionally  found  attached 
to  the  bryozoa  branches.

'markings,  a  rather  uncommon  .species. 

Some  Red  Seaweed 

Two  kinds  of  red  seaweed  I  come 
across,  perfect  specimens,  but  only  one 
or  two  of  each.  The  first  is  a  CaUophyl- 
lum.  a  very  pretty  flat-branching  species 
of  a  clear  Indian  red,  branching  increas- 
ingly outwards  trntll'the  tips  are  slender 
pairs.  Being  thin  it  mounts  well  and  .so 
shoivs  its  character  distinctly.  One  of  the 
specimens  I  get  has*^  another  seaweed 
growing  on  it,  which  I  have  never  before 
come  across.  It  is  Uttle  thicker  than  a 
hair  and  the  longest  piece  is  about  art  inch 
and  a  half  long  It  i.s  quite  easily  .seen 
when  the  larger  plant  is  mounted,  but 
when  tb«^ruii4..iit-  iheJalter'is  fresh  its 
ttitle'eorapenion  is  quite  easily  overlooked. 

Under  the  microscope  the  thread-like 
frond  is  seen  to  be  made  up  of  a  nuutber 
of  round  Joints  alternating  regularly,  large 
and  small,  and  from  the  ba.se  of  tihese 
Joint.s  branchlets  ^vuw  out.  it  answers 
must  nearly  to  the  genus  Champia.  which 
so  far  as  I  know  has  not  before  been  re- 
ported from  here.  Smaller  seaweeds 
growing  on  larger  ones  are  quite  com- 
monly met  with.  The  habit  Is  not  neces- 
sarily parasitic  any  more  than  the  ;vy'3 
growth  on  a  tree.  Parasitic  seaweeds, 
however,  do  occur,  generally  so  far  as  I 
know  t  <king  the  form  of  growths  in  the 
substance  of  the  host's  frond. 

The  .second  seaweed  I  lind  washed 
up  Is  also  a  red  one,  but  the  color  has 

more  of  ro.se  m  it  It  is  u  Nitophyllum. 
The  names  of  plants  are  not  always  aa 
happy  as  these  Greek  designations.  Cal- 
lobl^Uum  means  "beautiful  leaf."  and 
Nitophyllum,  "shining  leaf  "  The  latter 
refers  to  the  silky  quality  of  tlie  Trond.  / 
especially  evident  when  fresh.  The  edge 
of  the  thin,  flat  branches  in  this  species 
of  Nilophyilum  arc  very  commonly 
tHmmed  with  a  diminutive  frilling,  which 
on  e.xamlnatifMi  under  a  gla.s.s.  Is  .seen  to 
be  lilled  with  small,  dark  spore-bodies,  re- 
.aembling  m  position  and  general  character 
the  spore  groups  on  the  edge  of  the  frond  ' 
of  bracken  or  maidenhair  fern  To  the 
^,  red  silk  some  very  minuLc  tult.s  of  the 
bryozoa  described  above  have  attached  ■ 
themselves  and  look  like  fairy  embroidery 
on  the  dark  red  ground.

Seaside  plants  ar6   very   often  found 
blor  niuig  in  the  Winter,  partly  bccatiae  of  — 
the  inuderatinR  inlluence  of  the  salt  water 
on  the  air,  and  partly,  perhap.s,  because 
the.se  plants,  of  the  sliore  and  clifT  are 
tough  and  hardy  in  constitution. 

Dandelion  Planti

were  made  public  shortly  afterwards  In  a 
book  which  caused  no  little  sensation 
nearly  twenty  years  aRo,  "The  Economic 
Consequences  ol  the  Peace."  Lvenls  have 
since  largely  JustUted  ttie  position  he  took 
at  that  time. 

Eminent  as  he  is,  however,  Professor 
Keynes  Is  regarded  l»y  ^ether-  eminent 
economists  as  not  by  any  means  orthodox. 
This  was  why,  when  another  unorthodox 
economist,  Mr.  McOeer,  propounded  some 
strange  new  doctrines  on  currency  about 
ten  years  ago  he  entered  into  corre.spon- 
dence  with  the  prof^s^or,  and  subse- 
quently, when  jMiylng  his  ofHclal  visit  to 
this  country  as  Mayor  of  Vancouver,  be- 
came his  guest  at  Cambridge.   


If,  then,  one  of  these  days,  Mr.  McOreer 

suggests  compulsory  war  savings  to  the 
Canadian  MiAistw  «(  FUtanc*,  tv»  wiU  ba 
taking  a  leaf  out  of  the  book  of  his  Eng- 
lish friend.  For  that  is  exactly  v,liat  Pro- 
fp.vsor  Keynes  has  proposed  should  be 
initiated  In  this  country. 

After  Last  War 

IN  the  course  of  an  elaboration  of  his 
scheme,  Professor  Keynes  goes  back 

into  history  of  the  last  war.  He  points  out 
that  a  rise  In  prices  of  commodities  was 
followed  by  advances  In  wage  scales  which, 
In  Its  turn,  caused  another  rise  In  prices. 

and  so  on  in  ;i  "vicious  spiral  " 

He  now  observes  that  prices  and  wages 
are  already  advancing  by  leaps  and 
bounds,  and  estimates  that  the  lat'rr  will 
Increase  in  the  aggregate  by  $2,50U,tiU0,UUU 
a  year.  This  will  provide  a  large  Increase 
In  the  spending  money  of  the  workers,  but 
rising  prices  will  deprive  them  of  any  ad- 
vantage In  the  long  run.  and  in  the  end 
nobody  will  be  any  better  off. 

Obviously,  the  (Jiily  remedy  is  a  chocking 
of  consumption  wiiich  may  be  accom- 
plished to  some  extent  by  higher  taxation, 
rationinK  and  an ti- profiteering  measures. 
None  of  these,  in  Professor's  Keynes'  ophi-. 
ion.  nor  all  of  them  together,  would  be 
found  sufficient. 

In  brief,  he  urges  that  the  Government 
shall  sequestrate  rising  percentages  of  all 
earnings  above  a  given  mmiinum.  Thus 
the  $15-a-week  man  would  pay  in  $3  a 
week,  the  $25-a-week  man  $6.25.  and  so  on 
up  to  the  very  wealthy  persons  who  draw 
$100,000  a  year  or  innrr,  and  who  would 
have  to  surrender  $80,000. 

The  receipts  would  be  divided  between 
savings  and  taxation.  They  would  all  be 
savings  for  persons  earning  not  more  than 
tSO  a  week.  After  that  a  percentage  would 
be  set  a.slde  as  taxation,  small  for  the 
lower  iiirnmes.  but  Inrreaslnp;  until  the 
man  from  whom  $80,000  was  taken  would 
receive  back,  In  a  savings  account,  only 
$19,000. 

It  would  follow  that,  by  and  by,  every 
person  subject  to  the  levy  would  have  a 

postofflce  savings  acroiint  with  a  nice 
little  nest-egg  bearing  interest  at  the  rate 
of  2^2  per  cent.  But  he  would  not  be  able 
to  touch  it,  except  in  very  special  eircum- 
ptanres.  It  wo\ild  remain  in  the  hands  of 
the  Government  throunhout  the  war  and 
as  kmff  afterwards  as  was  found  necessary. 

ks  will  be  seen,  for  waKe-earners  the 
scheme  would  be  one  of  deferred  pay- 
ments, and  for  others  one  of  forced  loans. 

Plan  Looks  Sound 

ON  paper  the  plan  inoks  very  .sound.  It 
would  bear  hardly  on  those  whose 
Incomes  are  falling  instead  of  risinp,  and 
who  are  already  compelled  to  reduce  their 
expenditures.  But  it  would  affect  the  con- 
Bumption  of  commodities  bv  a  iarce  class 
which  at  present  is  not  subject  to  direct 
taxation.'  ' 

It  has,  however,  one  major  defect,  it 
Would  be  most  unpopular  with  rich  and 
poor  alike.  It  might  be  successfully  im- 
posed under  a  dletatorshlp.  but  not  In  free 
Britain  not.  at  least,  until  the  population 
had  been  brought  by  a  long  course  of 
propaganda  to  accept  it.  It  Is  not  «nough 
in  a  democracy  that  a  "cheme  should  be 
excellent.  People  must  be  persuaded  that 
If  \%  excellent  If  it  is  to  be  found  workable. 

A  it  happens,  there  Is  a  ir^tlmd  ready 
to  hand  with  which  the  public  of  this 
country  is  quite  familiar,  and  which  has 
the  advantage  of  being  voluntary.  It  was 
first  tried  in  1917.  Late  in  1915,  Professor 
Keynes  had  told  the  Government  that  at 
the  rate  at  which  It  was  then  spending 
money  on  the  war  It  would  be  at  the  end 
of  its  tether  In  the  Spring  of  1916.  Some 
of  the  ministers  loet  their  nerve,  but  Mr. 
Lloyd  George  insisted,  not  only  on  carry- 
ing on  without  reducing  the  scale,  but  also 
on  increasing  It  as  might  be  found  neces- 
sary.

No  sooner  was  the  Itatlonal  Savings  Cer- 
tificate plan  .safely '  launched  than  the 
Government,  to  tap  another«level  of  in- 
vestment resources,  began  to  issue  bonds 
of  small  denominations  at  3' 2  per  cent. 
Such  wa.s  the  re.sptm.se  to  the  double  ap- 
peal .that  by  the  Spring  of  1918  approxi- 
mately $3,600,000,000  had  been  rai.sed  as  a 
result  of  the  daily  sales  of  bonds  and  cer- 
tificates, and  before  the  campaign  was 
closed  a  total  of  about  $8,000,000,000  had 
been  reached. 


Savings  C^mmfftcc 

IT  was  unfortunate  that  the  last  wftr  had 
been  going  on  for  nearly  three  year.s 
before  the  Government  sought  fundjs  from 
the  small  Investors.  Por  the  issue  of  Sav- 
ines  Certificates  and  bonds  of  small  de- 
nouunatlons  checked  the  extravagance  of 
f^Sny  people  who  were  earning  big  wages, 
slowed  down  the  demand  for  luxury  Koods 
and  prevented  prices  rising  anything  like, 
as  fast W  they  had  been  doing.. 

This  time  the  campaign  is  starting 
within  three  months  of  the  commence- 
ment of  hostilities.  Sir  John  Simon  has 
chosen  the  method  that  was  So  successful 
more  than  twenty  years  ago.  New  Savings 
Certificates  have  been  Lssued,  this  time 
costing  IS.75  and  being  worth  $5.12  on . 
maturity  ten  years  hence,  or  $4.36  In  five 
years.  '  ' 

The  mach'lnery  exists  for  urging  the 
appeal  The  National  Savings  Committee, 
set  up  in  1817,  continues  to  function.  It 
is  linked  with  more  than  40,000  local 
associations  and  committees  all  over  the 
country  and  has  a  roll  of  100,000  worker."^. 
.  Already  it  is  at  work  in  factories  ai)d 
workshops  and  elsewhere  advocating  the 
advanta;xes  of  the  .scheme,  and  this  at  no 
cost  to  Ulc  State.  Prof.  Keynt »'  compul- 
.sory  plan  would  haVe  neceMltated  an 
enormous  Increase  in  the  stafT  of  the  In- 
land Revenue  Department  and  the  set- 
ting up  of  numerous  additional  tribunals 
to  hear  appeals. 

Tt  is  estimated  that  money  is  now  pour- 
ing in  at  the  rate  of  $5,000,000  a  day.  But 
as  the  Savlhgs  Certificates  tre  free  of 
income  tax  no  one  is  allowed  to  buy  more 
than  500  of  them,  and  since  there  is 
about  $12,900,000  outSUr.dlng  In  certifi- 
cates this  means  that  many  people,  how- 
ever much  they  desire,  will  be  unable  -to 
buy  anjrthlng  like  500.  80,  for  their  bent 
ef\t,  $25  Defence  Bonds  are  being  Issued, 
"Simon's  Babies."  which  will  carry  3  per 
cent  Uiterest,  payable  hall -yearly,  and 
repayable  in  seven  years  at  par  with  a 
bonus  of  1  per  cent  on  the  capital  amount. 
They  can  be  cashed  at  Sny  time  on  six 
months'  notice  being  given.  Similarly  one 
may  cash  Savings  Ce:  tlflcates,  which  wlU 
be  paid  in  lull  plus  accrued  interest. 

One  Is  allowed  to  Invest  up,  to  $5,000  in 
war  bonds,  the  tax  on  the  income  from 
which  Is  not  deducted  at  the  .source,  al- 
though the  amount  of  the  income  must_ 
be  included  hi  one's  Incodis  tsk  .return.^ 
This  means  that  for  low-income  purchas- 
ers they  w;U  be  tax  free. 

It  may  be  presumed  that  vthe  small 
'investor  will  er  able  Sir  John  Simon  to 
postpone  for  some  time  the  issuing  of  the 
big  War  Loan  which  he  win  have  to 
launch  sooner  or  later.  Meanwhile  ihe 
drive  on  .^mall  savincs  has  Rained  the 
unquaUAed  approval  ol  the  big  financial 


the  .speed  and  efficiency  of  the  best-or- 
ganized  dictatorship.

"That  is  not  to  say  that^party  issues  and 
party  principles  have  goAe  by  the  board. 
On  the  contrary,  they  have  been  as  clear- 
cut  as  ever  on  certain  issues  and  as  keenly 
fought.  *But  nobody  can  now  question 
the  supremacy  of  Parliament.  .  .  . 

"Parliament  forced  the  Government  to 
review  and  improve  the  allowances  for 
men  in  the  fighting  services  and  to  set  up 
r.n  inquiry  Into  a  remodelling  of  old  age 
pensions. 

"It  secured  a  select  committee  to  keep  a 

watch  on  war  expenditure.  It  Insisted  on 
measures  to  deal  with  profiteering.  It 
made  the  Government  climb  down  on  the 
regulations  under  the  Emergency  Powers 
A(  t  thai  would  have  brought  back  curfew, 
imprisonment  without  trial,  and  punish- 
ment for  the  dissemination  of  news  and 
the  propaganda  of  opinion.   .   .  ■  . 

"With  a  few^  days  of  its  insistence  on^ 
evacuation,  'the  greatest  exodus  since 
Mo.sp.s."  to  quote  Mr.  Walter  Elliott,  was 
successfully  earned  out  .  .  .  The  Ministry 
of  Information  has  been  reformed  .  .  . 
and,  by  the  same  pressure,  the  Ministry  of 
Khippinp;  has  been  set  up. 

Hardly  a  phase  of  national  wartime  life 
has  been  left  uninfluenced  by  the  pressure 

of  Uvv  Parliamentary  opinion.  ... 

Parliament  has  grown  in  power.  It  haS 
grown  more  In  three  months  than  in 
thirty  years.  Nobody  can  move  about 
among  the  people  and  fail  to  know  that  ' 
This  is  a  very  fair  statement  of  the  fads, 
but  the  writer  of  it  fails  to  recognise  that 
the  press  has  counted  for  a  great  deal. 
Much  valuable  criticism  of  the  Govern- 
ment has  come  from  (Conservative  news- 
papers. The.se.  freed  from  purely  i)olitical 
and  party  considerations,  have  not  hesi- 
tated to  speak  out  freely  on  occasion,  and 
frequently  members  of  the  Opposition 
have  taken  their  cue  fr.om  leadmg  articles 
in  the  Journals  which  normally  support 
the  administration. 

No  Poiirical  Campaigng 

ALTHOUOH  the  British  public  does  not 
want  political  campaigns  and  elec- 
tions Just  now,  having,  as  they  say  in 
Lancashire,  enough  6n  Its  plate  for  the 
present,  and  although  the  three  major 
political  parties  have  obligingly  consented 
t/O  dispense  with  them  "for  the  duration." 
certain  minorities  seem  determined  to 
make  a  nuisance  of  themselves  when  the 
death  or  resignation  of  a  member  of  the 
House  of  Commons  furnishes  thi  oppor- 
tunity. 

Thus,  some  little  time  ago.  the."Stop- 
the-War  people  contested  a  Scottish  seat 
and  were  overwhelmed  by  a  landslide. 
Now  it  Is  the  Independent  Labor  Party., 
who  are  disturbing  the  political  peace. 

The  rule  has  been  that  when  a  by^lee- 
tion  enme.s  on,  the  nominee  of  the  part^ 
whose  candidate  had  held  the  seat  pre- 
viously should  not  be  opposedl  — — — 

Stretford.  In  Laficashlre,  became- vacant 
by  the  death  of  the  Con.servatlve  member 
who  had  been  returned  in  19S5  With  a 
majority  of  almost  two  to  one.  The  Lib- 
eral and  Labor  parties  having  respected 
the  truce,  a  Conservative  nominee  should 
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That  sort  of  "united  front"  is  decidedly 

unpopular  Just  now. 

Chsngc  of  Tubcs 

IT  will  be  recalled  that  at  the  outbre.il^ 
Of  the  war  Mr.  Harry  Polhtt  lost  his 
position  as  sebreUry  of  the  Communist 
party  becau.se  he  had  published  a  pam- 
phlet supporting  the  national  effort 
against  Germany. 

This  was  accepted  as  good  Communiist 

doctrine  at  the  time,  for  was  not  Great 
Britain  hghting  to  overthrow  the  NazLs? 
When,  however,  Russia  Invaded  Poland  the 

Communists  promptly  changed  their  atti- 
tude and  stigmatized  the  War  as  one  for 
imperialistic  ends  in  which  Communists 
had  no  interest  Mr.  Pollitt  was  brought 
up  on  the  carpel  to  be  admonished  for  his 
pamphlet,  and  to  be  discharged  from  his 
post. 

He  accepted  the  decuion  meekly,  and 
occupied  hiniisclf  with  such  party  activi- 
ties of  a  humbler  kind  as  were  allotted  to 
him.  Now  he  -has  made  a  complete  re- 
cantation, which  reads  much  like  one  of 
the  amazing  confessions  submitted  at  a 
trial  of  alleged  conspirators  at  Moscow. 

In  the  eyes  of  British  Communists,  ap- 
parently, Slaliu  can  do  no  wrong.  Former 
sympathizers  with  Communism  In  Prance 
are  f)f  a  difTerent  opinion.  Leon  Jounaux,. 
chief  of  tlie  French  Confederation  of 
Trade  Unions,  who  had  for  years  advo- 
cated "united  fronts"  and  friendship  with 
the  Commintem.  has  found  the  tricks  and 
turns  of  the  Moscow-led  Reds  too  much 
to  swallow.  "French  workmen,"  he  has 
lately  declared,  "can  no  longer  collaborate 
with  those  who  have  betrayed  them.  We 
have  definitely  broken  with  tiie  Coi|i- 
munlsts." 

Radium  Dangers 

♦HE  world  would,  I  think,  be  little 
the  wor-ic  off  if  all  the  radium  in 
the  country  now  burled  for  security  from 
bombing  in  deep  holes,  remained  there  " 

This  astonishing  statement  was  made  m 
the  bourse  of  a  paper  read  by  Sir  Leonard 
Hill,  the  famous  phy.sinloglst,  who  is  direc- 
tor of  research  to  the  St.  John  Clinic  and 
Institute  of  Physical  Medicine,  at  a  mcet- 
iiiu  of  the  Royal  Society  of. Arts. 

Once  war  began,  all  the  radium 'in  use 
In  the  hospitals  of  this  country  was  sunk 
at  the  bottom  of  deep  shafts,  prepared  In 
advance  This  was  not  merely  becau.se 
of  the  enormou.^  pecuniary  loss  Uiat  would 
be  occasioned  were  it  scattered  by  a  l>omb. 
but  al.so  because  if  scattered  and  irrecov- 
erable, the  small  particles  would  be  a 
source  of  constant  danger  to  people  near 
them  for     .,1  1  ;if  .ons  to  come. 

"The  use  of  radium  for  the  treatment 
of  cancer,"  continued  Sir  Leonard,  '  lias 
resulted  in  not  a  few  cases  in  the  produc- 
tion of  Intoler.ible  and  unrelieved  neu- 
lalgia.  It  Is  claimed  that  modern  X-ray 
methods  caii  do  all  that  radium  does,  and 
that  dosage -can  be  much  bettor  eon- 
tioUed." 

Commenting  on  Sir  Leonard's  revolu- 
tionary btatement.  another  great  cancer 
expert  said  that,  while  his  view  was  an 
extreme  one,  it  was  largely  true.  "Grad- 
ually the  use  6f  radium  Is  going."  he 
added.   "We  are  not  using  It  .so  murh  " 

"Experience  has,  shown  that  in  certain 
forms  of  cancer  radium  is  stIU  probably 
.better  than  either  X-rays  or  the  knife, 
and  for  these  tumors  radium  Is  univer- 
sally used.  Por  the  generaUt](  of  tuniors 
radium  ha*  been  proved  to  be  danger* 
ous.  ...  ^ 

"Radium  was  discovered  in  Canada,  but' 
to  work  it  properly  the  Canadians  wanted 
a  guarantee  for  a  market  for  their  radium. 

This  country  -I  think  It  was  the  Gov* 
emment— gave  a  guarantee  that  it  would 
fake  the  produce  This  rr.MiPed  in  the 
breaking  of  the  virtual  monopoly  held  by 


the  Belgian  Ctongo,  and  the  prioo  fell  from 

$80,000  to  $25,000  a  granune,  the  price  rul- 
ing just  before  the  war. 

"If  Sir  Leonard  had  made  this  state- 
ment two  years  ago,"  continued  the  spe- 
cialist, "he  might  have  caused  a  sensation 
in  the  profession.  Today,  surgeons  will  tell 
you  quietly  that  many  of  them  diare  his 
view,  but  they  do  not  speak  of  it  outside. 
They  are  turning  to  other  methods,  and 
we>in  this  eountry  are  hoping  that  mufh 
will  be  achieved  by  the  radio-active  ele- 
ments produced  by  the  cyclotron." 

Other  views  obtained  showed  that  opin- 
ion was  divided.  "Results  have  been  ob- 
tained in  a  great  many  early  cases— brea.st 
cases  and  others— by  the  use  of  radium 
Which  Induce  many  surgeons  to  disagree 
with  Sir  Leonard;^  laid  one  leading 
authority.  ■  * 

Cancer  Mortality 

AN  increase  in  cancer  mortality  is  one 
of  the  outstanding  facts  In  the  annual 
report  of  the  chief  medical  ofBcer  of  the 
Ministry  of  Health,  Sir  Arthur  MacNalty. 

Just  publislied. 

On  the  other  hand.  Infant  mortality, 
maternal  mortality  and  tuberculosis  regis- 
tered the  lowest  rates  on  record.  I?iph- 
theria,  however,  remains  the  "principal 
killing  disease  among  children.^' 

The  birth  rate  for  the  year  under  review, 
1938,  shows  a  slight  rise  over  that  of  1937, 
f loin  1 4  9  to  15.1  per  1.000  llvlug.  The  iu- 


font  mortality  rate.  54  per  1,000  births, 
as  against  58  for  199$,  is  now  the  lowest 
on  record. 
The  Ave  principal  klUlng  diseases  remain 

tl',e  .same  as  for  many  years  past,  and  OCCUr 
In  the, same  order,  namely: 

1.  Diseases  of  the 'heart  and  circulatory 
system. 

2.  Cancer— mahgnant  disease. 

3.  Bronchitis,  pneumonia  and  other  res- 
piratory diseases 

4.  Diseases  of  the  nervous  system. 

5.  All  forms  of  tuberculo.sis 

-  the  Increase  in  the  mortality  from  can- 
cer Is  more  marked  in  the  case  of  women 
than  of  men.  It  is  questioned,  however, 
whether  the  disease  is  Incre^lng  in  prev- 
alence, the  ground  being  taken  that  ad- 
vances in  diagnosis  and  greater  longevity 


both  tend  to  tocrease  the  nwnber  of 

recorded  cases 

Sir  Artliur,  in  the  course  of  his  intro- 
ductory remarks,  discussing  the  assump- 
tion that  progress,  in  the  sense 'of  better- 
ment, is  inevitable,  submits  that  it  is 
necessary  to  ask  whether  advancement  in 
one  direction  does  not  entail  retardation 
In  another,  since  such  a  scourge  as  tuber- 
culosis is  one  of  the  penalties  levied  on 
mankind  for  the  attainment  of  a  high 
degree  of  civilization. 

"The  central  nervous  system  of  man," 
he  concludes,  "is  betnt  dragged  at  the 
chariot  wliecls  of  modern  pro(.;re.ss,"  so- 
that  State  medicine  must  increasingly  pay 
attention  to  the  prevention  and  treatment 
df  nervous  fatigue. 

The  Toy  Muttry 

HISTORY  is  repeating  itself  in  the  toy 
trade.  The  Great  War  did  a  great 
.  deal  to  establish  Britain  s  toy  industry  at 
the  expense  of  Germany,  and  now  the 

Britisli  blockade  Is  having  similar  effects. 

The  biggest  toy  manufacturers  in  Great 
Britain,  and  probably  in  the  world,  state 

that  their  Christmas  export  orders  this 
year  are  far  greater  than  tho,se  of  last 
year.  The  war,  apparently,  has  stimulated 
the  trade,  for  orders  during  October,  1939^ 
showed  a  big  advance  on  those  for  Ocfo- 
..bor,  1938,  the  month  after  the  "peace  of 
Munich." 

Traditional  Chri.slmas  Toys,  like  dolls 
and  ror.king-hnrsfs,  are  being  shipped  by 


the  hundred  thousand  all  over  the  Implre, 

at^  among.  foreii;n  lands,  the  countries 
of^outh  America  are  good  customers.  Even 
the  children  of  Iceland  will  And  British 
toys  in  their  Christinas  stockings. 

Among  the  adaptations  of  machinery 
brought  about  by  the  war  are  those  ellecled 
in  rope-making  plants.  Machines  Which 
user!  to  make  such  prosaic  things  as  clothes 
lines  are  now  turning  out  aircraft  cords, 
the  vital  links  between  ttie  pilot  and  the 

complicated  apparatus  he  controls.  Else- 
where steel  rope  Is  being  manufactured^ 
some  of  it  to  tether  balloon  defences,  somt 
to  be  made  into  anti-.submarlne'.nets  and 
mine-mooring  rope,  some.  Into  mine- 
sweeping  rope. 

'Curtain-rod  machinery  is  now  making 
lines  for  field  telephones. 


Legends  of  the  Mistletoe 


To  investigate  the  origin  of  many  of 
bur  Christmas  customs  it  becomes 
nece.ssary  to  wander  far  back  into 
the  regions  of  past  time,  long  ere  Julius 
Caesar  had  .set  his  foot  on  other  shores 
or  Kt  AuKiLstitie  preached  the  doctrines  of 
Christianity  to  the  men  of  Kent.  There 
are  numerous  traces  still  visible  in  popular 
customs  of  the  old  pagan  rites  and  cere- 
monies. These  were  extensively  retained 
after  the  conversion  of  Britain  to  Chris- 
tianity, plrtly  because  the  Christian 
teachers  found  It  impossible  to  wean  their 
convert*  from  their  cherished  superstitions 
and  observances,  and  partly  because  they 
themselves,  as  a  rnatter  of  expediency. 
Ingrafted  the  rites  of  the  Christian  reiii^inn 
on  the  old  heather  ceremonies,  believing 
that  thereby  the  cause  of  the  Cross  would 
be  rendered  more  accept^ible  to  the  gen- 
erality of  the  p<jpulace,  and  thus  be  more 
effectively  promoted. 

By  ."^uch  an  amaltramaf ir^n,  no  festival 
of  the  Christian  year  was  more  thoroughly 
«tharacterized  than  Christmas,  the  festivl- 
ilrs  of  which,  originally  derived  from  the 
Roman  Saturnalia,  had  aTterwards  been 
irtermlngled  with  the  ceremonies  observed 
by  the  Brltl.sh  Druids  at  the  period  of  the 
Winter  solstice,  and  at  a  subseriucnt  period 
became  incorporated  with  the  grim  myth- 
ology of  the  ancient  Saxons.  One  popular 
ob.servance  belonging  to  Chrlstma.s  comes 
from  the  worship  of  our  pagan  ancestors— 
the  hanging  up  of  the  mistletoe. 

Tree  of  Tutancs 

AS  regards  this  practlee,  It  is  well  known 
that  in  the  relu-ion  of  the  Druids  the 
mistletoe  was  regarded  with  the  utmost 
veneration,  thougfT  the  •fevetence  which 
they  paid  to  It  seems  to  have  been  restricted 
to  the  plant  when  found  growing  on  the 
oak-^the  favorite  tree  of  their  divinity 
Tutancs— who  appears  to  have  been  the 
same  as  the  Pheneclan  god  Baal,  or  the  .sun, 
wor.shlppedjinder  so  many  difTerent  names 
by  the  various  pagan  nations  of  an^quity. 

At  the  perif)d  of  the  WinterHSJlffttce.  a 
gjreat  festival  was  celebrated  in  his  honor. 
When  the  sacred  anniversary  arrived,  the 
ancient  Britons,  accompanied  by  their 
priests,  the  Druids,  sallied  forth  with  great 
pomp  and  rejoicing  to  gather  the  mystic 
parasite,  which.  In  addition  to  the  religious 
reverence  with  which  it  wii.s  regarded,  wa,'? 
I>elleved  to  possess  wondrous  curative 
powersT-When  the  oak  %ras  reached  on^ 
which  the  mistletoe  grew,  two  white  bulls 
were  bound  to  the  tree,  and  the  chief 
Druid,  clothed  in  white  ahe  emblem  of 
purity*  a.scended.  and,  with  a  golden 
knife,  cut  the  sacred  plant,  which  was 
caught  by  another  priest  in  the  folds  of 
his  robe.  The  bulls,  and  often  also  human 
beings,  were  then  sacrificed,  and  the  vari- 
ous festivities  followed. 

The  mistletoe  thus  gathered  was  dividM 
Into  small  portion.^  and  distributed  aipong 
the  people,'  who  hung  up  the  sprays  over 
the  entrances  their  dwellings,  as  a  pro- 
pitiation and  dielter  to  the  jsylvan  deities 
during  the  eeaaon  of  frost  and  cold. 

These  rites  in  connecUor.  with  the 
mistletoe  virere  retained  throughout  the 
Roman  dominion  ol  Britain,  and  also 


lor  a  long  period  under  the  sovereignty  of 
Jutes,  Saxons  and  Angle*.  The  following 

Irpend  re^ardinc  tlio  miStletOS,  from  thO 
Scandinavian  mythology," may  here  be  In- 
troduced: Balder,  the  god  of  poetry  and 
eloquence,  and  .second  .son  of  Odin  and 
F'riga,  communicated  one  day  to  his  mother 
a  dream  Intimating  that  he  should  die. 
She  (Prlga)  to  protect  her  son  Invoked  all 
the  powers  of  nature  fire,  air,  earth  and 
water,  jus  well  as  animals  and  plants— and 
obtained  an  oath  from -them  that  they 
shotild  do  Raider  no  hurt  The  lattrr  then 
went  and  look  his  place  amid  the  combats 
of  the  gods,  and  fought  without  fear  in 
the  midst  of  a  sliower  of  arrows,  Loake, 
his. enemy,  resolved  to  dlseover  the  .secret 
of  Balder's  Irtvulnerabllity,  and  accord- 
Ir.Kly.  dl^^^lll.slnK  him.self  as  an  old  woman* 
he  addressed  him.self  to  ¥t\v:\  with  com- 
plimentary remarks  on  the  valor  and  good 
fortune  of  her  son.  The  goddess  rsplted 
that  no  substance  could  Injure  him,  as  all 
the  productions  of  nature  had  bound 
themselves  by  an  ooth  to  refrain  from  ^ 
doing  him  any  harm.  .She  added,  however, 
with  an  awkward  simplicity  which  appears 
so  often  to  characterize  mythical  person- 
ages, that  there  w;is  one  plant  which,  from 
Its  Insignificance,  she  did  not  think  of 
conjuring,  as  it  was  impo.ssible  Uiat  it 
could  Inflict  any  hurt  upon  her  son.  Loakf 
inquired  the  name  of  tim  plant  in  qiifV. 
tlon,  and  was  informed  that  it  was  a  feeble 

httie  shoot,  growing  on  tht  bark  of  the 

oak,  with  .scarcely  -any  soil.  Then  the 
tieacherous  Loake  ran  and  procured  Uie 
mistletoe,  and,  having  enterod  the  asnmbly 
of  the' gods,  .said  to  the  blind  Heda:  "Why 
do  you  not  contend  with  the  arrows  of 
Balderr'  Heda  replied.  "I  am  blind  and 
have  no  arms."  Loake  then  presented  him 
with  an  arrow  formed  from  the  mist  let r.e 
and  said:  "Balder  is  before  thee.  Heda 
shot  and  Balder  fell  pierced  and  slain.  • 

The  mistletoe,  which  has  thu.t  so  many 
mystic  associations  connected  with  it,  is 
believed  to  be  propagated  in  its  natural 
.state  by  the  ml.s.sel-thru.sh,  which  feeds 
upon  its  berries.  The  kiss  undej  the  mis- 
tletoe is  one  «f  the  ancient  rites  observed' 
by  the  lords  of  other  days.

How  many  of  you  know  why  wc  deco- 
rate our  homes  with  holly  at  Christ- 
mas time?    People  used  to  call   It  the^ 
"holy  tree,"  and  it  was  used  to  decorate 
churches  at  the  Chri.itmas  festival. 

There  are  several  storlA  told  about  how 
the  holly^^^ame.  to  be  thought  a  holy  tree. 
One  is  that  people  thought  that  it  was  a 
liolly  bu.sh  which  became  the  "burning 
bush '  where  Ood  talked  to  Moses 

Another  story  is  that  when  Christ  was 
born  the  holly  put  forth  red  berries  for 
the  first  time,  to  show  that  ail  Natnrs 
rejoiced. 

A  very  ancient  Norse  legend  says  that 
Baiflar,  one  of  the  Norse  gods,  wa^i  bein^; 
pLir.sued  and  shot  at  with  arrows.  A  holly 
tree  tried  to  shield  him,  and  became 
spotted  with  Baldar's  blood.  So  Odin  or- 
dered that  In  future  the  holly  should  bear  ' 
scarlet  berries  in  memory  of  Its  atUaipl 
to  save  the  lift  of  a  iod.

What  to  Do  When  Planting 
Fruit  Trees  During  Winter 


FRUIT  tree  planting  may  be  carried 
out  at  any  time  througtiuut  the  dor- 
mant period,  providing  the  soil  is  in  a 
Euitable  condition.   As  a  matter  of  fact, 
the  nature  of  the  soil  should  be  the  con- 
troUlng  factor  in  the  choosing  of  the  time. 

Everyone  who  hM  had  fruit-planting 

experience  knows  the  Rreat  importance  of 
thoroughly  firming  the  soli  round  the 
roots,  as  an  aid  to  the  quick  development 
of  the  young  fibres. 

If,  however,  the  soil  l.s  of  a  wet  and 
sticlcy  nature  the  flrmuig  operation  do«s 
more  harm  than  good,  as  it  sets  the  soil 
round  the  roots  in  a  solid  bed.  The  out- 
come  of  this  Is  that  root  development  is 
checked,  the  trees  making  hardly  any 
gro  A  lh,  Instead  of  developing  strongly. 

Therefore,  plaiitint?  should  be  done  only 
Vhcn  tiic  .soil  l.s  ni  a  nice,  friable  condition. 

It  is  better  to  plant  rather  late,  with 
good  .soil  condition,  than  earlier.  With  the 
soil  m  an  unsuitable  state. 

It  is  surprising,  even  after  very  wet  pe- 
riod.s,  how  quickly  the  surface  will  dry 
after  a  few  days  of  strong,  keen  winds. 

Sharp  frosts  are  equally  hindering  to 
the  growth,  so  If  the  trees  arrive  from  the 
nurseries  at  unsuitable  planting  times,  the 
bundles  should  be  placed,  ju.sL  as  they  are. 
In  a  shed  or  outhouse.  They  will  keep 
«afely  thus  for  a  few  day.'*,  but  if  planting 
operations  are  likely  to  be  held  up  for 
tome  time,  the  young  trees  should  be  un- 
wrapped and  heeled  In.. 

This  simply  means  digging  a  trench  and 
throwing  the  earth  on  one  side  to  form  a 
.  bank.  The  trce.s  are  then  laid  .siiu^iy 
against  the  bank,  with  their  roots  in  the 
trench,  and  soil  is  then  firmed  over  the 
roots  with  the  foot. 

While  In  small  gardens  the  layout  is  not 
of  vital  importance,  where  trees  are  to  be 
planted  commercially  full  consideration 
should  be  given  to.  this  Important  matter. 

Block  Planting 

Bp:cAUSC  it  is  necessary  to  manure  and 
spray  .sy.stematlcally,  tt  is  most  impor- 
tant to  plant  correctly.  Thus  apples,  pear* 
and  plums  should  be  kept  to  their  indi- 
vidual blocks,  Moreover,  the  block.,  .sliould 
he  planted  so  as  to  enable  full  fertilization 
of  the  blossoms  to  be  carried  out. 

Planting  distances  vary  quite  a  lot,  the 
nature  of  the  .^t)il.  the  variety  of  fruit,  and 
the  stock  used  being  all  controlling 
factors. 

The  ."^oll  .should  in  all  ca.se.s  be  well  and 
deeply  worked,  a  little  previously  to  the 
planting  operations.  Where  large  areas  are 
to  b(  pl.mted  this  is  mo.st  cheaply,  quickly 
and  eilectively  done  by  modern  mechan- 
ical methods.  v 

As  regards  manuring  on  all  soils  of 
average  fertility  heavy  pre-plantlng  dre.ss- 
Ings  of  bulk  manuie.s  are  quite  unneces- 
sary in  the  ca^e  of  top  fruits.  It  Is.  how- 
ever, quite  helpful  to  incorporate  In  the 
soil  a  dressing  of  potash  a  little  previous 
to  planting.  This  applies  to  all  types  of 
soil.  SuljViiale  of  pota.sh  l.s  by  far  the  best 
form,  and  a  dn.^.sing  of  from  two  to  three 
cwt.  per  acre  l.s  quite  suitable. 

Wherever  possible  it  is  also  a  good  plan 
to  apply  above  the  root.s.  in  the  early 
Bprlng,  a  .surface-mulch  of  littery  manure. 

Soft  fruits,  however,  most  certainly  ben- 
efit from  lieavy  applications  of  bulk  or- 
ganic manures  before  planting  takes  place. 
This  is  of  extreme  importance  when  plant- 
ing .such  crops  as  ra.spberries  and  .straw- 
berries on  the  lighter  soils,  which  qulcltly 
dry  out. 

In  the  actual  planting  operations  it  is 

never  advisable  to  dig  out  the  holes  in  ad- 
vance, as  unexpected  rains  may  easily 
render  them  entirely  unsuitable  for  piant- 
Ine.  The  position  of  the  trees  may  be 
measured  off  and  marked  with  sticks  or 
canes,  as  this  will  enable  planting  to  be 
quickly  carried  out  when  suitablt  condi- 
tions prevail. 

Make  certain  that  the  sticks  are  in  their 
right  positions  and  in  perfect  line  in  ail 
direction;'. 

Small  irregularities  can  easily  be  righted 
by  sighting  along  the  rows  and  moving 
individual  sticks. 

Give  Rooft  Hi nty  Space 

IN  preparing  the  holes  for  the  trees  be 
sure  to  make  good  wide  ones,  alway.s 
allowihg  a  Uttle  space  beyond  the  roots' 
extent  Avoid  making  the  holes  top  deep, 
but  .see  that  the  bottom  surface -it  well 
broken  up  with  a  digging  fork. 

Where  the'lower  soil  is  of  a  poor  or  sour 
nature,  a  Uttle  more  may  be  removed,  ai.d 
it  should  be  replaced  with  the  moj^e  fertile, 
surface  soil..  '        ^  ' 

Never  plant  trees  tq"  Seejply,  but  as  fai^ 
ns  po.sslble  keep  thrm  at  the  depth  Indi- 
cated by  the  previous  soil  mark.  On  aver- 
igesdila,  three  to  four  inches  over  the  top- 
mo.st  roots  is  all  that  is  required.  On  heavy 
soils  trees  may  be  planted  a  little  .shal- 
lower Mid  ort  light  aouFa  Uttle  deeper. 

Always  examine  trees  before  jnantlng 
and  cut  off  any  badly  damAged  branches 
or  roota. 

Place  the  stem  of,  the  tree,  in  the  middle 

of  the  hole  and  .spread  the  roots  well  OUt 
in  all  directions.  Before  returning  the  loll 
alwayt  make  sure  that  the  st«m  of  the  tree 
iMn  the  right  poeititm,  by  glancing  along 

the  rows.  . 
Do  not  bundle  the  soil  back  anyhow,  but 

jpeturn  a  little  at  a  time,  working  It  well 
among.st  the  root.s  and  keeping  it  flrir.pft 
By  these  means  every  rootlet  haa  iis 


proper  share  of  .soil,  and  moreover,  It  Is  In 
the  right  condition  to  Induce  the  forma- 
tion of  strong  and  healthy  roots. 

On  the  very  heavy,  clay  soils  It  is  always 
a  sound  proposition  to  have  a  supply  of 
lighter  soil  hauled  on  to  the  ground  and 
kept  handy  for  working  amongst  the  root*. 

It  1;;  always  a  good  plan  to  st.ike  young 
trees  strongly,  as  this  insures  them  against 
wlhd-rocking,  which  is  harmful  to  the 
roots,  and  may  even  can  r  the  death  of  the 
trees.  Trees  should  be  staked  either  at 
piantmg  time  or  as  soon  after  as  possible. 

Stakes  ^ould  in  all  eases  be  driven 

deeply  into  the  .soil,  and  full  protection 
must  be  given  to  Jjie  baric  of  the  trees 
where  the  ties  are  made. 


Testing  to  Determine 

Fertilizer  Needs 


vyrE  all  know  that,  to  do  well,  any  plant 
•  must  be  given  soil  which  exactly 
suits-its-Jieeds.  That  is  why,  when  we  are 
anxious  to  grow  certain  plants  to  perfec- 
tion, we  add  particular  fertilizers,  or  lime, 
or  iea!-«M>«kl— as  tl»e  case  may  l»« — \»- 
the  sou. 

For  example,  we  know  that  rhododen- 
dron.s  and  azaleas  dishke  lime.  Where  the 
soil  is  naturally  limy  we  add  peat  to  make 
ground  more  to  the  liking  of  these  shrubs. 

On  the  other  hand,  plants  like  brooms 
need  lime,  and  if  this  be  lacking  we  add 
a  supply  to  the  ground. 

Not  only  do  some  plants  like  an  acid  soil 

and  others  an  alkaline  soil,  but  the  degree 
ot  acidity  and  alkalinity  Is  of  importance. 
Because  Of  this  question  of  degree,  rough 
and  ready  methods  of  testing  soil  for  the 
presence  or  absence  of  lime  is  not  adequate 
for  thorough  gardeners.  It  Is  desired  to 
know  how  acid  or  how  alkaline  the  soil 
actually  Is. 

Science  has  come  to  the  gardener's  aid, 
and  introduced  a  method  of  testing  the 

.soil  to  indicate  its  exact  condition. 

The  :;oil  testing  apparatus  is  very  simple 
In  Itself  and  simple  to  use. 

Using  a  Soil  Tester 

AY/'HF^N  using  one  make  you  take  a  small 
W  quantity  of  soil  in  a  funnel.  To  the 
soil  you  add  a  few  drops  of  a  chemical 
known  as  indicator  liquid.  A  .special  plate 
is  held  against  the  stem  of  the  funnel  and 
on  to  this  percolates  a  few  drops  of  liquid 
from  the  moistened  soil. 

The  drops  may  be  one  of  a  wide  range 
of  colors— yellow,  red,  green,  orange,  mauve 
and  blue,  in  varying  shades. 

The  color  of  the  liquid  is  compared  with 

a  color  chart  and  the  nature  of  the  soil  is 
at  pnce  known.  Thus,  the  liquid  may  be 
Bright  orange,  indicating  that  the  soil  is 

very  acid:  or  it  may  be  deep  mauve,  show.- 
ing  tliat  It  Is  extremely  alkaline. 

With  this  knowledge  you  can  add  suit- 
able corrections  to  the  soil— sulphate  of 

ammonia,  peat,  sulphur,  and  .so  on  to  acid 
soils;  lime,  nitrate  of  soda,  etc.,  to  alkaline 
soils.

About  Fried  Chicken 

POULTRY,  according  to  M.  Thomas,  chef, 
at  a  well-known  Montreal  hotel,  pro- 
vide.-? one  of  the  dishes  moist  pleasing  to 
th(  I  lif  lai  taste,  and  at  least  one  recipe 
Is  .surrounded  by  romance  This  is  the 
origin  of  fried  chicken  ^s  told  in  the 
legend  of  "Poulct  a  la  Marengo."  On 
June  14,  1800.  139  years  ago.  Napoleon  ' 
Bonaparte  in  one  of  his  lightning  strokes 
defeated  the  Austrians  at  Marengo,  and 
in  celebration  of  his  victory  Invited  his 
leadiiu',  k<  nerals  to  dinner  that  evening. 

UiTforlunately  the  field  kitchen  had 
been  unable  to  keep  pace  with  the  rapid 
advance,  although  Napoleon's  chef,  Du- 
nant,  had  pressed  forward  in  a  light  van. 
The  van,  however,  was  not  provisioned 
and  Iiuiiant  was  fared  with  an  almost  un- 
surmountable  problem.  Napoleon  had  said 
dinner,  and  dinner  there  would  have  to  be. 
Dunant  spied  a  farmhouse  in  the  distance, 
and  at  once  dispatched  two  bat  Up -.scarred 
veterans  of  Napoleon  s  escort  to  see  what 
they  could  find.  The  old  soldiers  were 
hard  put  to  If,  but  they  managed  to  out- 
flank three  wandering  chickens  and 
gather  a  few  tomatoes  and  a  bunch  of 
garlic.  With  these  materials,  Nsipoleon  s 
chef  had  to  uphold  his  reputation  and 
comply  with  the  Imperial  order. 

The  ct/iekens  were. hastily  killed, 

plucked,  and  cUt  into  pieces.  M'  i  !ule, 
lat  was  being  heated  in  a  pan  on  an  im- 
provised stoye,  and  in  no  time  the  pieces 
of  chicken  were  browning  and  simmering. 
With  a  few  drops  of  cognac  sprinkled  on  ' 
top  of.Ihe  pieces  of  chicken,  the  dinner 
was  served,  and  was  highly  praised  by 
Napnimn  and  his  .staff.  Thus  was  ln.«5ti- 
tuted  Poulct  a  la  Marengo,"  or  fried 
chicken.

Poultry  Long  Prominent  in 
Religion  and  Literature 


IN  the  social  customs,  rehgion  and  lit- 
erature of  all  nations  from  tune  im- 
memorial, poultry  has  played  an  im- 
portant part,  |)articnlarly  in  literature. 
Among  the  best-known  reference  is  that- 
to  the  hen  and  the  gathering  of  the  chick- 
ens under  her  wings  in  Matthew  xxili.  37, 
and  the  stark  drama  of  the  cockcrow  also 
referred  to  in  Matthew  xxvi,  74  and  75. 

In  the  English  language  poultry'  refer- 
ences and  phra.ses  are  numerous.  For  ex- 
ample, there  are  birds  of  a  fcathejr.  In  full 
feather,  showing  the  white  feather  (from 
the  a.ssuniption  that  no  game  cock  has  a 
white  feather);  feather  an  oar  (from  the 
motion  of  a  bird's  wlng  i ;  feather  his  nest; 
fine  feathers  make  fine  birds;  feather  In 
you  cap  'frf)ni  the  old  custom  of  adding  a 
feather  to  headdress  for '  every  enemy 
slain);  cut  a  feather  (said  when  a  boat 
travels  fasti;  chicken  hearted;  .she's  no 
chicken;  don't  count  your  chickens  before 
they  are  hatched;  fussy  as  a  hen  with  one 
rhu  krii  ;i  hen  party;  licn-pecked  i  from 
the  luct  that  a  rooster  lis  a  brave  bird  at 
large,  but  Is  frequently  under' hen  govern- 
ment, and  well  pecked  at  that  in  the 
coop  I ;  hen  and  chickenk,  a  very  old  name 
from  the  Pleiades,  the  tSeven  Sisters,"  by  ' 
which  the  Romans  viere  said  to  have 
.steered  on  their  first 'voyage  to  invadt» 
Britain,  and  then  thereiis  a  whistling  maid  . 
and  a  crowing  hen  are  neither  fit  for  gods 
nor  men.

Goose  in  Literature 


THE  goose  also  comes  In  for  its  literary 
share,  in  cooking  your  gon.'^h;  kill  the 
goo.se  that  lays  the  golden  eggs;  old 
mother  goose;  and  in  Egyptian  hierogly- 
phics, the  goose  was  the  emblftn  for  a  sHiy 
fellow,  while  the  rooster  among  his  many 
references  has  cock-a-whoop;  cock  and 
bull  story;  cocksure;  don't  crow  before  you 
are  out  of  the  woods,  and  many  other 
references. 

Reversing  modern  cu.stoms.  In  ancient 
times  It  was  a  superstition  that  If  a  milk- 
maid at  cockcrow  did  not  wa.sh  her  hands 
after  milking,  her  cows  would  go  dry.. 

In  olden  times,  poultry  figured  promi- 
nently in  oaths,  sacred  and  profane.  In 
Henry  IV.  Shakespeare  writes  *;By  Cock 
and  Pie,  Sir,  You  Shall  Not  Away  Tonight." 
In  the  days  of  chivalry,  it  was  the  practice 
to  n\ake  .solemn  vows  for  the  performance 
of  a  certain  enterprise.  This  was  usually 
done  at  a  festival,  when  roasted  poultry 
was  .served  in  a  dish  of  gold  and  'ilver.  and 
presented  to  the  knight  who  then  made 
his  vow  with  great  solemnity. 

In  the  temples  of  the  oracles  of  the 
Oreeks  and  Romans,  chickens  were  sacred 
Birds.  There  is  an  old  Roman  story  that 
when  the  soothsayers,  or  augure.  told 
Publius  Cladius  Pnlcher  Pnman  Con- 
sul, who  was  about  to  engage  the  Carthar- 
ginlan  fleet  in  battle,  that  the  sacred 
chickens  at  the  temple  would  not  eat  and 
that  he  had  t>€tter  ngi  stjb-t  the  battle,  he 
replied  In  breezy,  saikir-like  fashion. 
"Then  toss  them  into  the  sea  that  thty 
may  drink."  ^ 

'ftoottef  Wat  Revered 

THE  ri>osfrr  w  is  a  revered  bird  in  an- 
cient times.  Because  it  gave  notice  of 
the  rising  sun,  It  was  dedicated  to  ApoUo, 
the  sun  god,  and  because  the  rooster  also 
summoned  men  to  bii.<;lnes.s  by  his  crow, 
it  was  also  dedicated  to  Mercury.  "Never 
sacrtflce  a  white  rooittr*  was  one  of  th« 
doctrines  of  Pythagoras,  because  it  wa.n 
sacred  to  the  noon.   The  dreeks  said 


"Nourish  a  rooster  and  sacrifice  it  not," 
for  all  roosters  were  sacred  to  the  sun  or 
the  moon,  because  the  birds  announced 
the  hours.  The  rooster  was  also  sacred  to 
the  Goddess  of  Wisdom,  and  to  Escuiapius. 
the  god  of  health.  Therefore,  the  rooster 
represented  time,  wisdom  and  health,  none 
of  wliich  were  ever  sacrificed. 

In  Mahometan  lore,  Mahomet  found  In 
the  first  heaven  a  rooster  of  such  enorm- 
ous proportions  that  its  crest  touched  the 
second  heaven.  The  crowuig  of  this  celes- 
tial bird  arouses  every  living  creature  from 
sleep  except  man.  The  Moslem .  doctors 
say  that  Allah  lends  a  willing  ear  to  him 
who  reads  the  Koran,  to  him  who  prays 
for  pardon,  and  to  the  rooster  whose  chant 
is  divine  melody.  When  this  rooster  ceases 
to  crow  the  Judgment  Day  will  be  at  hand. 

Before  ChrlsUan  times,  the  rooster  was 

the  war  emblem  of  the  Goths,  and  later  in 
.Christian  times  was  placed  on  church 
steeples  to  remind  man  not  to  deny  His 
Lordi 

In  poetry,  various  odes'have  been- ^d- 

dre.s.sed  to  farm  birds.  , 

The  chief  interest  in  poultry  in  thjese 
days  is  that  It  is  an  excellent  food  .product 
at  any  time  of  the  year. 

Iodine  for  Livestock  in 
Winter  Quarters 

WITH  stock  of  all  kinds  now  in  Winter 
quarters,  it  behooves  the  stockman 
to  see  that  the  iodine  requirements  arc 
supplied.  This  is  particularly  true  of 
breeding  females.  Fresh  air,  clean  food 
aitd  txercise  are  each  essential  to  best 
results,  but- no  animal  will  make  the  ma*!- 
mum  u.se  of  its  ration  without  a  proper 
iodine  balance.  Scarcity  of  iodine  is  most 
plainly  not^d  by  hairlessness  in  young 
pii^s,  navel  Ills  in  foals  ar.d  goitre  in  calves 
and  iatnbs.  It  also  shows  to  a  less  notice- 
able degree  In  lack  of  general  thrift  and 
lack  of  condition  in  growing  and  fatten- 
ing animals. 

Iodine  lias  been  supplied  in  the  form  of 
potassium  i  M.Kir  to  pregnant  mares  on 
the  Dominion  K.xperlmental  Farm,  Aga,sslz. 

■B.C.,  for  a  number  of  years  with  complete 
absence  of  navel  ills  in  the  foals.  One- 
third  of  a  teaspoonful  may  be  given  in  the 
food  or  drinking  water  semi-monthly  with 
satisfactory  results.  These  same  amounu 
are  atultable  for  cow«;    An  f)iince  of  potas- 

-sium  iodide  dissolved  in  a  gallon  of  water 
and  a  teaspoonful  of  the  liquid  fed  daily 
per  .sow  will  give  s.at isf action.  An  ounce 
di.s.solved  in  a  small  quaiUity  of  warm 
water  and  added  to  twenty-five  pounds  of 
.salt  is  the  correct  amount  for  pregnant 
,ewcs.  The  salt  may  be  kept  before  thp 
ewes  at  all  times. 

Commercial  iodized  .stock  salt  Is  now 
available,  which,  if  used  regularly,  con- 
tains suffk!lent  iodln'e  to  prevent  the  oc- 
currence of  iodine  deficiency  disea-se.s  in 
most  cases.  The  only  exception  might  he 
in  the  case  of  large  animals  like  brood 
marcj,  or  when  tl-.e  deficiency  is  particu- 
larly noticeable,  in  which  cases  the  spe- 
clft«  doees  mentioned  would  be  in  >order. 
Iodized  salt  m.ist  be  stored  in  a  dry  plac* 
to  avoid  leaching  of  the  iodine. 


Llly-of-thc-valley  Is  one  of  the  most  sat- 
isfactory of  ail  flowers  for  growing  in- 
doors, yet  comparatively  few  persons  use 
If;  forcing  "pips"  "rootst  started  now  will 
flower  within  a  month  or  so;  by  repeated 
replanting  the  fragrant,  dainty  white 
bells  majr  bt  enjogrtd  tliroii«liovl  the  WlB« 
t«r. 


Exercise  Is  Essential  to 

Egg  Prpduction 

IT  is  easier  to  keep  birds  healthy  wlicn 
they  have  wide  range,  than  when  tliey 
are  confined  to  houses  with  small  runs  or 
none  at  all,  becau.se  fora'fUng  exercises  the 
muscles,  keeps  the  birds  intierested,  and 
provides  green  food  and  insect  life.  ; 

Poultry  may  be  considered  to  be  closely 
confined  if  they  are  kept  always  within  a 
solid-floored  laying  house  or  if  they  are 
given  a  run  which  allows  no  more  than 
fifty  'square  feet  per  bird,  and  for  fowls 
in  such  condtions  the  method  of  manage- 
ment needs  to  be  appropriately  adjusted  if 
the  egg  yield  is  to  remain  high  and  health 
good. 

The  first  need  is  exercise.  This  not  only 

jirovides  the  birds  with  something  to  do 
but  maintains  the  body  in  a  hard,  lean,  fit 
state  so  that  the  blood  floWs  freely 
through  the  vfins  and  the  digestive  or- 
gans are  made  fully  efficient  and  capable 
of  c(>nvertlng  large  ({uantlties  of  food  Into 
egg-producting  materials. 

The  best  way  of  forcing  exercise  is  to 
provide  really  deep  litter  upon  the  solid 
lloor  and  to  make  the  birds  work  in  that 
litter  by  burying,  kicking  over  or  raking 
the  grain  beneath  it.  Obviously  wet,  heavy 
and  foul  litter  mu.st  be  replaced  vtei  new 
when  necessary  or  the  grain  wjill  merely  lie 
oi  the  top  of  the  litter  and  tjlie  birds  will 
ojbUln  their  fUl  far  too  easllyl 

Avoid  Over-Feeding 

EVEN  when  good  litter  is  Provided,  the 
birds  may  not  .scratch  simply  becau.se 
their  appetite  is  satiated  bv  giving  too 
much  grain  so  that  it  lies  to  waste  be- 
neath  the  material  This  serious  error 
must  be  avoided  by  .searching  beneath  the 
Utter  ^casionally  to  see  whether  any 
grain  remains  uneaten  and.  If  so,  reduc- 
ing the  quantity  of  grain  In  the  future. 

Still  more  exercise  may  be  encouraged 
by  hanging  up  green  leaves  in  racks  or 
nets  or  nailing  up  hal(.-cut-open  roots  to 
the  walls  twenty  Incfhes  above  the  litter  so 
that  the  birds  have  to  jump  up  to  feed. 

Another  plan  is  to  raise  mash  and  water 
troughs  upon  legs  or  hang  them  upon  the 
wall  twenty-four  inches  above  the  litter, 
so  that  the  birds  need  to  Jump  up  and 
down  continuously.  ' 

If  the  birds  are  already  tOO  fat  'as  in- 
dicated by  thick  pelvics,  a  hard  abdomen 
and  a  wrinkly  face  skin),  they  should  be 
"c()iidi'if)ned"  by  providing  all  the  mfati.; 
of  exercise  described  above  and  by  giving 
a  weekly  dose  of  Epsom  ^ salts  for Athzee.- 
weeks.  Each  dose  should  consist  of  one 
ounce  of  siy|t«  to  each  six  birds,  this  be- 
ing dissolved  in  water  and  used  in  the 
course  of  mixing  wet  mash. 

Closely-housed  birds  are  particularly 
likely  to  devielop  bad  habits  such  as  egg- 
eating  and  feather-picking.  If  any  of 
these  vices  has  already  broken  out.  then 
one  must  carry  out  all  adjustments  ex- 
plained above  and  al.so  provide  treatment 
for  any  of  the  birds  that  may  have  be- 
came vicious. 

Alfalfa  for  Poultry 

TT  is  a  common  practice  for  poultrymen 
to  give  their  hens  dry  alfalfa  hay  as 
green  feed  in  Winter,  but  it  is  not  .so  com- 
mon to  chop  and  steep  the  alfalfa  before 
feeding.  However,  for  several  years, 
chopped  .steeped  alfalfa  ha.s  been  fed  to 
the  hens  at  the  Dominion  Experimental 
Station  at  Harrow,  Ont..  and  It  has  been 
the  .sole  me.-ins  nf  supplying  them  with 
roughage  and  green  feed  for  Winter  egg 
production. 

When  properly  prepared  It  may  be  fed 
In  large  quantity,  but  there  Is  one  Impor- 
tant point,  in  order  to  avoid  the  pobsibllity 
of  .  crop  trouble,  all  old  stocks  of  steeped 
alfalfa  left  after  the  blr^  have  ftlIll|Mtf 
•their  feed  should  be  taken  fway.

The  Causes  and  Cure  of 
Depraved  Appetite 
In  Poultry  Flock 

A DEPRAVED  appetite  is  one  which  ia, 
abnormal,  so  that  the  bird  eati  any- 
thing in  pref.  rciice  to  its  usual  foo<||l.  U 
may  eat  litter,  leathers,  pieces  qt  sticks, 
eggs,  cinders,  gravel  or  soil  in  addition  to 
its  ordinary  lilt  t.  .ind  in  severe  Initanccil' 

in  substitution  of  food. 

At  night  the  crop  is  usually  half  empty. 
If  conditions  are  such  that  the  appetite 
remains  abnormal,  the  bird  will  lose  flesh* 
become  ruffled  in  plumage  and  may  show 
some  diarrhoea. 

If  several  birds  in  a  pen  are  found  to 

be  abnormal,  it  is  likely  that  severe  mis- 
management is  the  cause. 

Depraved  appetlte  may  be  caused  by 
denciencles  In  feeding,  upset  of  the  dlges* 

tive  organs,  vice  and  disea.se 

If  the  bird  is  eating  soil,  it  is  probable 
that  the  mash  is  deficient  In  minerals, 

and  two  pounds  of  iodized  imncr.d  mix- 
ture should  be  mixed  in  each  hundred- 
weight of  mash.  When  gravel,  cinders  or 
t\vi^'s  are  eaten  in  large  quantities,  the 
probability  is  that  the  birds  require  both 
flint  grit  and  oyster  shell. 

If  the  crop  contains  a  mass  of  twisted 
grass,  which,  by  the  way,  provides  little 
food  value  at  this  time  of  the  year,  it 
wwially  nntnfji  tn  a  lirk  nf  vitamiuls.  4>«^p«. 
cl.illy  vitamins  A  and  B  To.  ensure  their 
iufliciency.  the  mash  should  cnntain  20 
per  cent  of  yellow  com  meal  and  lo  per 
cent  alfalfa  or  clover  meal. 

Attempts  Own  Doctoring 

ANY  abnormality  of  the  digestive  tract, 
from  the  crop  to  the  large  In  tea* 

tine,  will  cause  Irritation  or  inflamma- 
tion, so  that  the  bird  eats  subst^icea 
which  It  believes  will  remove  the  offend* 
Ing  cause-  litter  and  flakes  of  whitewa.^h. 

In  such  cases  the  birds  should  be  given 
a  dose  of  Epsom  salts  In  order  to  esnMl 
the  cause  of  the  Irritation  ct)ccidia,  per- 
haps. The  dose  is  one  pound  of  salts  dis- 
solved in  sufncient  water  to  mix  Just  tht 
amount  of  wet.  mash  whltll  WtU'be  tatea 
eagerly  by  100  birds. 

An  Infestation  of  the  intestines  by 
worms  is  especially  likely  to  cause  'aa 
abnormal  appetite  and  the  excreta  should 
be  examined  for  worms.  If  tliey  are 
found,  the  birds  should  each  be  given  a 
worm  capsule. 

Where  featliers  or  eggs  are  eaten,  or 
birds'  bodies  are  attacked  by  other  birds, 
It  is  an  indication  of  vice  which  may  have 
begun  with  a  depraved  appetite.  It  is 
liable  to  bierease  because  of  mimicry.  In 
these  ca.ses  the  cause  of  the  outbreak  of 
vice  must  be  found  and  removed  The 
offending  birds  should  be  treated  indi- 
vidually by  paring  the  heak,  fitting  wire 
guards,  or  makhig  uai  ctf  evil-tastinf 
eggs.  •  '  ' 


.   Cut  Back  'Mums 

THE  pot  chrysanthemums  in  all  .sec- 
tions—Japanese, Incurve,  Decorative 
and  Single— will  soon  flnltfl  llowerlnff.. 
Don't  allow  the  st^)ck  plants  to  fall  into  a 
state  of  neglect,  otherwise  the  quality  of, 
next  year's  plants  will  bt  adversely  af- 
fected. 

As  soon  as  the  flowers  are  no  longer 
decorative,  ^ut  down  the  plants  to  within 
six  Inches  of  the  pot  tops,  making  a^lean, 
slanting  cut  through  the  stems.  ' 

Then,  with  a  pointed  stick  remove  twa 
inches  of  the  top  soil,  replacing  it  with  ft 
mixture  of  equal  parts  riddled  loam,  leaf- 
moujd  and  .sand.  This  compost  Stimulates 
the  rapid  formation  of  fine  sturdy  cut- 
■  tings. 

If  there  are  any  weakly  basal  growtha 
on  the  plants  now,  remove  them  at  their 
base,  and  make  a  fresh  start  with  real, 
good  strong  stuff.  .Stand  the  i)ots  OD  ft 
light  stage  and  water  moderately. 

If  -  by  any  chance  the  greenhouse  is- 
crowded,  shake  the  plants  out  and  set 
them  in  boxes  at  six  inches  apart,  using 
the  compost  already  advise*.  This  alters 
native  method,  though  not  quit.-  .so  good, 
results  in  the  production  of  excellent  cut- 
tings. 

Persian  Lamb  in  Canada 

IN  1909  the  first  importation  of  Karakul 
Sheep  was  made  In  North  America 
with  the  object  of  producing  on  this  f  ide 
of  the  Atlantic  what  is  known  to  the 
trade  as  Persian  lamb  and  Broadtail  fur. 
At  the  present  time  there  are  four  pure- 
bred flocks  of  these  sheep  in  Canada. 
Recognition  under  the  Canadian  National 
Livestock  Records  gives  the  breed  equal 
Status  With  other  breeds  of  sheep  in  so  far 
as  registration  U  concerned,  and  it  Is  ex- 
pected that  other  purebred  flocks  may 
be  established  in  the  Dominion. 

In  Its  natural  habitsit  In.  Bokhara,  Jlus* 
Sian  Turkestan,  the  Karakul  shcf-p  has  to 
Withstand  extreme  temperatures  and  dry 
seasons.  The  breed,  therefore,  has  many 
hai'dy  quallti'^'.  and  while  conditiorLs  in 
Canada  may  t>e  much  different,  .there  is 
no  reason  to  suppose  that  thete  shctp 
would  not  thrive  under  good  managtintnt 
in  Canada.  •
